the notes of all other banks; sixth, all 
existing national bank notes to be re- 
tired witbrn a limited time and new 
notes tafton out.

Lost Trade. 


The recent rains were not relished 


very much by tho merchants of the 
city, as they said that they lost trade 
thereby. If any loss occurred it was 
only temporary, as the rains were much 
needed by tho farmers and stockmen, 
and in this agricultural 
community 


whatever is to the gain of the farmer 
will ultimately accrue to tbe benefit of 
the merchant. The rains will also tend 
to make sickness loss prevalent, espec- 
ially that of a typhoid nature, as they 
fill up the wells. The low wells seem to 
have been the cause of much of this 
kind of illness. Everything

country was very dry and wells and 
little streams were empty. The farmor 
and stockmen appreciate these rains and 
hope lor more. 


The Geological Survey. 


The geological survey has been en- 


gaged for several years in making a 
series of topographical maps of the 
United States which, in accuracy and 
detail, are superior to any ever before 
made, and when finished will present in 
sections an absolutely correct" represen- 
tation of the landscape of the country. 
They are published on a large scale in 
sections, and are to be bound as an atlas. 
The secretary of the interior has asked 
congress for an appropriation to furnish 
copies of these maps to every public 
library and high school, college and uni- 
versity in the United States. The list 
of educational institutions to which it is 
proposed to send them numbers 13,300, 


The Feeble Minded. 


The fifteenth biennial report of the 


trustees of the Illinois Asylum for Fee- 
ble Minded Children, at Lincoln, has 
been made to the governor. The per 
capita coat for 1894 was $135,25, the 
lowest in the history of the institution. 
The institution has provisions for 560 
inmates, and is providing for 606, fifty- 
six more than its capacity. The ordi- 
nary gross expenses were 885,046.80; in- 
come, not from the state, S9405.27; cost

clerk who Is aboard the mall cor be- 
gins. As he flies out from the depot of 
the Brooklyn, Bath & West-End rail- 
way he plunges into the New Brook 
tyn, a region of farms with hamlets 
and villages scattered here and there. 
He receives and delivers mail at these 
stations: WestBrooklyn.Blythebourne, 
Van Pelt Manor, Bath Beach, Benson- 
hurst, Gravesend Beach and Coney Is- 
land, from -which point the mail goes 
to Gmvesend. 


The clerk on the car opens the 


pouches as they come aboard, and if, 
for instance, he receives at 
West 


Brooklyn mail for an office a mile 
away, he includes it In the pouch ho 
puts ofl there. Ho is assisted by the 
fact that the postmasters carefully sort 
out the loc.il mail and put it in the 
mouths of their sacks. This mail was 
formerly conveyed to the main office 
In Brooklyn, and there sorted and senl 
to Its destination. Thus letters for 
West Brooklyn from 
Blythebourne 


which is only a mile distant, woulc 
travel obont fifteen miles before reach 
Ing their destination, and would be 
more than twenty-four hours on their 
travels. Now the longest delay be- 
tween mailing and delivery is not more 
than four hours, except in the nigh 
time, and a letter may reach its dcs 
tlnation fifteen minutes after it is 
posted. 


Postal authorities all over the coun 


try are watching the experiment with 
the trolley. Some big cities, like Chi 
cago, have sent representatives, who 
have gone over the route with Mr 
Charles Lyon, the superintendent o 
mails. Chicago's enormous suburbs are 
pierced in all directions by the trolley 
and there is little doubt that the 
Brooklyn idea transplanted there wil 
nourish. It is also likely to be adoptet 
In serving the suburbs of New York.

Pass the little fingers through the 


caudles of a large pair of scissors, kecp-

points of the scissors downward, as in- 
licated in Fig. 1 of tho accompanying 
llustratlon. By a slight movement of 
tho two hands send the points forward, 
nnd, 
keeping up tho movement, let 


them rovolva until they face your 
breast, as In Fig. 2. Now place yonr 
liands back to back, and continuing 
the revolving movement in the same 
direction, send the points back toward 
the spectators; then finally raising 
them upward—that is to say, in a posi 
tion the opposite of tho one represent- 
ed in Fig. I, and similar to that shown 
In Fig. 3. 


If you try this experiment without
